ruder  authority  conferred  on  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by 
section  1  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1905  (33  Stat. 
L264),  the  quarantine  established  by  Amendment  26,  dated  Sep- 
tember 26,  1924,  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  287,  on  Galveston  and  Harris 
Counties  and  portions  of  Brazoria  and  Foil  Bend  Counties,  in  the 
State  of  Texas,  is  hereby  revoked,  effective  on  December  1,  1924.  as 
to  Fort  Bend  County  and  all  portions  of  Galveston,  Hams,  and 
Brazoria  Counties  except  the  area  within  the  following  boundary 
line : 

Beginning  at  the  point  where  Simms  Bayou  empties  into  the 
Houston  Ship  Channel  and  running  thence  eastward  along  the 
Houston  Ship  Channel  to  Trinity  Bay;  thence  running  southward 
along  the  shores  of  Trinity  and*  Galveston  Bays  to  the  mouth  of 
Dickinson  Bayou;  thence  running  westward  along  Dickinson  Bayou 
to  the  bridge  of  the  Arcadia-Dickinson  shell  road:  thence  running 
southward  on  said  road  to  the  Atchison,  Topeka  £  Santa  Fe  Kail- 
way  right  of  way  at  Arcadia;  thence  running  northwest  along  said 
right  of  way  to  the  junction  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe 
Railway  with  the  St.  Louis.  Brownsville  and  Mexico  Railway; 
thence  running  southward  along  the  St.  Louis.  Brownsville  and 
Mexico  Railway  to  the  point  where  it  crosses  Chocolate  Bayou: 
thence  running  northwestward  along  Chocolate  Bayou  to  the  eastern 
boundary  of  Fort  Bend  County;  thence  running  north  and  wesi 
along  the  Fort  Bend  County  line  to  the  International  and  Great 
Northern  Railway;  thence  running  northeast  along  the  Interna- 
tional and  Great  Northern  Railway  to  Simms  Bayou;  thence  run- 
ning eastward  along  Simms  Bayou  to  the  Houston  Ship  Channel.
